WASHINGTON. (^ — J. Ed¬ 
gar Hoover said today that 
federal agents had arrested Ar¬ 
nett A. Booth at Huntington, 
W. Va., on charges of demand¬ 
ing $50,000 for the release of 
Dr. James I. Seder, 79-year-old 
former minister who wae kid¬ 
naped from his Huntington 
home Nov. 1. 

Hoover said Booth admitted to 
federal agents that he had par¬ 
ticipated in the abduction of Dr. 
Seder and In writing a $80,000 
ransom letter Nov. 6. His con¬ 
fession, Hoover said, implicated 
Orville Atkins and John Travis, 
who are still at large. 

Hoover said Dr. Seder was 
kidnaped by three men when he 
agreed to accompany them to 
assist in cashing a check.

American church mission hospital 
at Wusih, 80 miles northwest of 
Shanghai, killing two Chinese staff 
members. Five Americans escaped 
Injury. 

A check by French concession 
police showed 14 persons were 
killed and 16 wounded in the con¬ 
cession yesterday. A number of 
American and foreign newspaper¬ 
men and photographers were en¬ 
dangered aa they watched yester¬ 
day’s battle. 

PEIPING. (JPt —Independent re¬ 
ports reaching here today from the 
vicinity of Paotinfu, Hopeh prov¬ 
ince capital, said that in the 
southern part of the province 
thousands of armed Chinese strag¬ 
glers waged guerrilla warfare 
against Japanese invaders. 

JAPS REFUSE PEACE 

TOKYO. (TP)—Japan formally re¬ 
fused today a second invitation to 
participate in the Brussel.s' confer¬ 
ence on the Far Eastern war. 

The Imperial government’s note 
declared, however, that Japan 
“would be glad if the powers 
should contribute to the stabiliza¬ 
tion of Eastern Asia in a manner 
consonant with the realities of the 
situation.” 

In a note bended to Belgian Am- 
ba.s3ador Baron Albert De Bassom- 
pierre, the Japanese government 
repeated the argument that Japa¬ 
nese military operations in China 
were in self-defense and asserted 
that the conflict "lies outside” the 
scope of the nine-power treaty. 

Japan la a signatory of the nine- 
power pact which guarantees the 
territorial integrity of China and 
under which the Brussels confer¬ 
ence was called. 

U. S. MAY INTERVENE 

BRUSSELS. (JP) — An authori¬ 
tative Japanese source declared 
today the United States, acting 
for Itself, still had “a ticket of 
entry” to discuss Far Eastern 
peace with Japan, despite Tokyo’s 
refusal of the Brussels conference 
mediation appeal. i 

This source said the United 
States ambassador to Japan, Jos¬ 
eph C. Drew, could always ap¬ 
proach the Japanese foreign of¬ 
fice to discuss the Chinese-Jap- 
anese conflict from the standpoint 
of heavy American interests in¬ 
volved. 

'The statement bore out In a 
general way the attitude Japan 
disclosed before opening of the 
conference here, called under the 
; nine - power pact guaranteeing 
China’s territorial integrity. 

The Japanese view was that ac¬ 
tivities of Ambassador Grew and 
Ambassador Nelson T. John.son at 
Nanking, starting from the stand¬ 
point of Am'.rican Interests and 
entirely divorced from the Brus¬ 
sels conference or the League of 
Nations, might develop ways and 
means towards peace. 

A proposal by China’s Dr. V. K. j 
Wellington Koo for “moral, diplo- I 
matic and economic restraint” of 
aggression excited comment today 
among Far Eastern peace con¬ 
ferees. 

Some diplomatic quarters be¬ 
lieved Dr. Koo’s suggestion—made I 
in an Armistice day broadcast to 
the United States—might have 
been inspired, inasmuch as it fol¬ 
lowed a lengthy talk with the 
chief delegates of the United 
States, Britain and France.

Kraemer Estate 
Pays Inheritance 
Tax of $10,660 

Exact amount of the huge Sam¬ 
uel Kraemer estate remained a 
question today, with appraisal of 
the property left by the wealthy 
rancher still not reported, as the 
three executors of Mr. Kraemer’s 
will paid $10,660.46 to County 
Treasurer T. E. Stephenson as 95 
per cent of Inheritance taxes due. 

Mr. Kraemer died last May 9, 
leaving a 1412-acre ranch and ex¬ 
tensive oil holdings, as well as a 
large amount of valuable business 
property In Anaheim. Cash be¬ 
quests alone in his will totaled 
$135,000; and his widow, Mrs. An¬ 
gelina Kraemer, is now receiving 
$1000 a month widow’s allowance 
pending settlement of the estate. 

Payment of the other 5 per cent 
due on Inheritance taxes from the 
heirs will await an appraisal by 
Howard Irwin, state inheritance 
tax appraiser.

The order, believed unique in 
legal history, was issued by Judge 
Allen “so that every motorist and 
every officer will know that in 
that car is a violator of the ve¬ 
hicle code.”

Dark Days Ahead 
For Drivers With 
Too-Bright Lights 

Dimming of headlights when 
meeting oncoming vehicles is no 
longer merely a courtesy, but now 
is a state law. Chief E. Raymond 
Cato of the California highway 
patrol emphasized in a statement 
today. 

The dimming law passed by the 
1937 legislature and now in full ef¬ 
fect, Cato stressed, makes glaring 
headlights a glaring violation of 
the law and rules of the road. 

“Under this new provision the 
dimming of headlights passes out 
of the 'courtesy code’ and becomes 
a part of the motor vehicle code," 
Cato declared. "Officers of the 
patrol have been Instructed to 
watch for those who refuse to dim 
their headlights and by this re¬ 
fusal imperil other motorists.” 

The new law specifies that head¬ 
lights be dimmed when the motor¬ 
ist approaches within 500 feet of 
the oncoming vehicle and that they 
remain dimmed until the vehicles 
have pa.ssed. Penalty for the of¬ 
fense provides a .$50 fine, a five- 
day Jail sentence or both for the 
first offense, while "repeaters” 
may be fined up to $500, given a 
six-months’ jail sentence or both. 


Chances of apprehending the 
hit-run driver who struck and 
killed 14-year-old Donald Hachez 
of South Laguna Wednesday night, 
today began to look as hopeless to 
Orange county peace officers as 
was a similar quest less than two 
months ago.

Garner Tips Shineboy Dime, 
New Economy Program Seen 


FREE PARKING 


BERKELEY. — Paraneotermes, 
the type of termite which in recent 
years has been found to be a quick 
and completely hidden destroyer of 
young citrus trees, is made the 
subject of an exhaustive study just 
published by Professor S. F. Light, 
department of zoology, University 
of California. 

While the economic Importance 
of the pest as yet remains neg¬ 
ligible insofar as living plants are 
concerned, due to its limited range 
in the state, there is no question 
about its destructiveness in this 
regard. Professor Light’s study 
reveals. 

CONFINED TO DESERT 

In California the termite ap¬ 
pears to be confined to the Mojave 
and Colorado deserts. But where 
its range has been Invaded by the 
agriculturist, destruction has fol¬ 
lowed, and there are indications, 
also that this range may be wider 
than is evident at present. In the 
Coachella valley the pest has been 
found in dead cottonwood and pep¬ 
per trees and living hedge plants, 
and has attacked young citrus 
trees. 

The pest is a subterranean borer, 
which makes it difficult to detect 
until the damage is done. Swarm¬ 
ing has never been observed sci¬ 
entifically, but probably occurs at 
times between May and late No¬ 
vember. The citrus trees attacked 
die very suddenly. The first visible 
indication is wilting of leaves, 
which quickly wither and die. 
ATTACKS AT ROOTS 

The destruction wrought on 
young citrus trees by the pest is 
particularly complete. Photographs 
obtained by Psofessor Light show 
a tree entirely cut off from Its 
root system by two horizontal cuts 
made by the termites. Unlike other 
termite species, the Paraneotermes 
work outside the wood, approach¬ 
ing it from below the level of the 
ground. Experiments made with 
stakes in the ground and with 
pieces of wood placed in glass con¬ 
tainers, proved both the method 
and destructiveness of this pest.

NEW YORK. WP)—J u 811 c e 
Mitchell May of Brooklyn supreme 
court ruled today that the closed 
shop is constitutional in New York 
state and denied the request of six 
subway employes that they not be 
forced to join a union, to hold 
their jobs. 

The subway workers, claiming 
the closed shop violated their con¬ 
stitutional right to earn liveli¬ 
hoods, brought suit to enjoin the 
Brooklyn-Manhattan Transit and 
the Transport Workers Union of 
America, a CIO affiliate, from en¬ 
forcing the closed shop agreement 
under which employes in certain 
classifications will be discharged 
unless they are union members by 
tonight. 

The agreement between the com¬ 
pany and the union, signed Oct. 
11, gave employes one month to 
join the union. 

In denying the Injunction, Jus¬ 
tice May asserted: "A contract 
between employer and union, pro¬ 
viding for what is commonly 
known as a closed shop, is in con¬ 
sonance with the public policy of 
the state as expressed by its legis¬ 
lature.”

FUTURE MOTOR 
MAY USE DUST 


ELBING, Germany. (JP) — Dust 
and powdered grasshoppers soon 
may serve the Fatherland as motor 
fuel. 

German scientists and engineers 
wrestling with the problem of 
using dust, waste, residues and 
even ground insects in motors 
have just received word that ex¬ 
periments of Dr. H. Wahl, of the 
Schichau .shipyards, with dust 
combustion engines are nearing 
success. 

One of the main obstacles of 
dust as fuel—the heavy wear and 
tear on the motor by grinding 
ashes—has been successfully over¬ 
come, declares Dr. Wahl. He says 
the Schichau company has devel¬ 
oped a metal alloy which is hard¬ 
er than any known steel and 
therefore suitable for a motor de¬ 
signed to nm on dust. 

NEW METAL EFT'ECTIVE 

Previous attempts with dust 
combu.stion motors failed, explains 
Dr, Wahl, because usually after 
150 hours trial run the cylinders 
and pistons were worn to pieces 
by the grinding effects of the ex¬ 
tremely hard residue of burnt 
dust. 

The new metal alloy, however, 
withstands the hardest grinding, 
he says, citing that only 1-700 of 
a millimeter was ground off the 
cylinder walls of a motor made of 
the new metal during a test run 
of 150 hours. 

MOTOR S5IALL 

The experiments are part of the 
nation’s four-year plan to achieve 
economic self-sufficiency. 

Dr. Wahl says his “dust eater" 
is not much bigger than an ordi¬ 
nary motorcycle engine, but de¬ 
clines to divulge further details, 
except to say that it runs on al¬ 
most every kind of properly pow- 
derized dust, such as that of 
brown coal, hard coal, saw dust, 
remnants of grain, beech nuts, 
copra, cocoa powder, rice, hay, 
and even ground grasshoppers.

“A 
crack-up Is worth from $50 to 
$.350, depending on size and con¬ 
dition of the plane.” 

Coe thinks his company started 
the airplane salvage business. In 
18 months it has bought $12,000 
worth of damaged planes smd 
parts.

Civil service in the Los Angeles 
county sheriff's office “has re¬ 
sulted in a constantly rising level 
of quality” in the service, and is 
attracting the college-trained 
criminologist to the department 
for a life career in law enforce¬ 
ment, which has become today a 
highly specialized profession rath¬ 
er than just a job, said Dr. F. W. 
Emmerson, personal representa¬ 
tive of Sheriff Eugene Biscailuz, 
in a radio address on KVOE here 
Wednesday night. 

Dr. Emmerson. who has been 
public relations counsel for the Los 
Angeles sheriff’s office for seven 
years, recited the history of civil 
service, not only nationally and 
internationally, but in Los Angeles 
county, where it installed the 
merit system in 1913. 
‘PRACTICAL PLAN’ 

“Employes of the county at that 
time,” he said, "were blanketed 
into the personnel and continued 
to serve until their efficiency rat¬ 
ings proved them unqualified for 
the positions they held. 

“The increasing efficiency of 
our county government is the evi¬ 
dence that the merit plan is prac¬ 
ticable. The sheriff’s department is 
rapidly becoming a field of oppor¬ 
tunity for young men and women 
as a career. The personnel of our 
women deputies, for instance, has 
recently been increased by three, 
every one of W’hom was a graduate 
of a university, specializing in 
preparation for social and crimin¬ 
ological work. The same thing is 
true of the male deputies entering 
the service. 

DEVELOP RAPIDLY 

“It is perfectly true that they 
lacked that most valuable asset of 
all, experience, but with the initial 
fundamentals already acquired, the 
experience they gain under those 
already possessed of it, will de¬ 
velop them much more rapidly 
than if they lacked the special 
preparation. 

“The merit system in police 
work has proved a definite bene¬ 
fit, reaching beyond the present 
and providing a program of defi¬ 
nite objectives. Police work in 
the present day is a highly spe¬ 
cialized job. No man has any 
business going into it unless with 
the intention of making it a life 
work. It takes several years of 
practical experience to turn out 
an efficient police officer. A 
change through election or other¬ 
wise after only a few years serv¬ 
ice is that much loss to the com¬ 
munity, which has wasted the cost 
of educating that officer, 
FREQUENT TURNOVER 

“Suppose that after every quad¬

“We have been advised, how¬ 
ever.” he .said, “that there has ap¬ 
parently been no lack of local 
credit thus far.” 

The secretary said the depart¬ 
ment recently prepared a surpiiis 
purchasing program for the Cali¬ 
fornia indu.stry but “there have 
been no requests as yet that pur¬ 
chases be made.” 

“It is recognized.” he added, 
“that moderate purchases for re¬ 
lief distribution will rot likely lif* 
the market to the extent desired.”

BERLIN. (/PI —Duelling is re¬ 
gaining popularity in Nazi Ger¬ 
many, with rapiers and pistols for 
the men and boxing gloves for 
youth who would settle affairs of 
honor. 

Oldest tradition of German uni¬ 
versities, the duelling of today has 
been given some modern touches 
—a lighter rapier usually replaces 
the once customary heavy saber; 
an apology clause under a revised 
student honor code makes media¬ 
tion po.ssible; and an honor court 
replaces the older duel committee, 
comprised of the four deputies of 
the combattants. 

“Sancitity of man's honor” has 
become a nazi battle cry, and a 
nazi student or party member 
from the youngest Hitler youth up 
may use the duel to maintain it. 

The nazi party itself operates 
honor courts, then there are stu¬ 
dents’ honor courts, and similar 
institutions are operated by 
branches of the industries,, crafts¬ 
men’s guilds, and nazi journalists. 

Duels with pistols are the ex¬ 
ception—the recent fatal wound¬ 
ing of Roland E. Strunk in contest 
with Horst Krutschinna, Hitler 
youth worker, is the only one 


known to have occurred in Ger¬ 
many since the ban on (iuelling 
was lifted in 1933. Krutschinna. 
party sources said, committed 
suicide. 

The commonly used light saber 
weighs 28.2 ounces, and has a 
blade length of 35 inches. Fifteen 
inches of the edge and six inches 
of the back of the blacie are 
giound .sharp. The point is filed 
off. 

In serious cases, the opponents 
face each other with exposeci 
cheats, only the main arteries and 
the abdomen being protecteii by 
leather bandages.

In such case, the duel 
would be stopped immediately and 
the “weakling' be dismissed from 
the fraternity.

SHANGHAI, (JP! — Officials of

A million Chinese were said to 
be homeless and destitute. Another 
million were verging on ruin.

Japanese troops advancing into 
Shantung from conquered Hopei 
province to the north were said to 
have broken dikes on the grand 
canal for military purposes, thus 
heightening the flood situation.

Commissioner Paul V. McNutt, 
told Armistice Day banqueters to¬ 
night, “that to save themselves 
from the disorders of this age 
men do not have to surrender 
their birthright for a mess of 
fascist, communist or nazi pot¬ 
tage.” 

Reviewing the turbulent world 
picture of war and strife, the high 
commissioner called upon Amer¬ 
icans to re-dedicate themselves to 
preserve the democratic form of 
government; to the fundamental 
principles of justice and freedom 
and to the service of God and 
country. 

Recalling the Armi.stice 19 years 
ago, the former national com¬ 
mander of the American Legion 
commented “it is possible for 
armed forces to win a war and 
for politicians to lose a peace.”

“There are,” he said “in the Far 
Eaist and Europe, conflicts which, 
in the present state of mind of 
the people concerned, appear iri-e- 
concilable. In those regions there 
are ruling powers which avow 
their ‘’aith in the use of force. In 
each region there are nations 
where the primitive instincts of 
man, which it is the work of civili¬ 
zation to subdue and control, have 
been unleashed. 

“It is not by diplomatic formu¬ 
las, by conventions or by treaties 
that such a crisis can be over¬ 
come. It is only by the moral unity 
of all the.se nations which w-ish to 
keep peace and preserve foe 
themselves and their children the 
.standard of liberty and human 
decency.

SAN FRANCISCO. (^ 1 —Exist¬ 
ence of a crystal cave with rooms 
of vast extent in a mountain 60 
miles west of Boulder Dam, near 
Mexican Wells, Calif., was dis¬ 
closed here today by S. Maus Pur¬ 
ple, archaeologist and consulting 
engineer. 

Purple said he was told by In¬ 
dians of the cave in 1904, but it 
was not until last week that he 
entered it. 

“There is a huge lime mountain 
6000 feet high,” Purple declared. 
“Entrance to the cave is through 
gaseous blowholes above the 5000- 
foot level. There are rooms of vast 
extent. I went down 500 feet on a 
rope, with no sign of bottom at 
one point. It could easily be opened 
up to tourists by means of a tun¬ 
nel.” 

Purple declared the secret of the 
cave was told to him by a Piute 
Indian chieftain in 1904, when he 
was engaged in mining engineer¬ 
ing at Moapa, Nev. Purple ex¬ 
plored the region at that time, ac¬ 
companied by Indians, but did not 
enter the cave. 

The archaeologist described the 
location as approximately five 
miles south of Mexican Wells. He 
expressed the opinion the cave 
should be made a national park. 

“It would be to California what 
Carlsbad is to New Mexico,” he 
said.

A letter received yesterday 
by a relative, Mrs. J. J. Hamlyn 
of Sacramento, from the American 
con.sul in Argentina disclosed de¬ 
tails of the tragedy. 

On an inspection tour of his 
large ranch, Bingham ousted Mo¬ 
desto Lamarque, foreman. The 
discharged man fatally stabbed 
the former Californian; fired 
Bingham's gun, left the weapon 
by the body and pleaded self de- 
fen.se. A small boy, however, wit¬ 
nessed the attack, and Lamarque 
subsequently was condemned to 
Magellen Island.

HONORED 


NEW YORK. Eight days 

of being feted by the ermine-clad 
and top-hatted upper crust of 
New York society were over today 
for the only white man who went 
into battle with the Ethiopian 
army in the late war in Afftca.

General George Meade who won 
the Battle of Gettysburg, was be¬ 
ing wined and dined by Park ave¬ 
nue dowagers and debutantes. Few 
of them knew he was gulping 
down raw meat with chieftains, 
dodging pot shots from bandits 
and sweltering in 148 degrees 
Fahrenheit in Ethiopia a year and 
a half ago.

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EMERALD BAY PROTESTS BOOST IN TAXES 


SIX HOUSES 
IN COLONY 
UP FOR SALE 

Complaints Sent to 
Local Assessor 

Fuel was heaped on the fire ol 
controversy raging between Su¬ 
pervisor N. E. West and Assessor 
James Sleeper today, as residents 
of Emeraid Bay district, Laguna 
Beach, rose to protest what they 
termed "unreasonable” increases 
in tax biils. 

Complaints received by Sleeper 
held that bills had increased from 
60 per cent in most instances to 
90 per cent in others. 

Repercu.ssions of the bay-dwcll- 
ers’ protests rocked through real 
estate circles in the art coiony, 
as six homes were offered for 
sale this week. The Journal learn¬ 
ed, as a direct result of the tax 
controver.sy. 

One spokesman for the dis¬ 
gruntled property owners told The 
Journal: 

TO LEAVE COUNTY 

“According to the real estate 
people taxes based on my lot 
should be around $80 -that is 
what most people around me paid 
last year but mine were $122..58, 
and jumped 90 per cent on the 
current bill! 

"There is one thing I can do. 
As soon as I can sell I will leave 
Orange county, as so many others 
are going to do. 

"Five people here in the bay 
have their homes for sale since re¬ 
ceiving their tax bills, and mine is 
the sixlli. In the last four years 
many fine people have been com¬ 
ing to Orange county and building 
lovely home.s. The tax people have 
gone haywire. With all the new 
homes it was Just too much for 
them to stand.” 

"Phenomenal” increa.ses in real 
estate values in the beach districts 
were blamed by the as.ses.sor’s of¬ 
fice yesterday for the jumps in 
ta.x bills. 

WEST-SLEEPER FEUD 

In the meantime. West's charges 
that there were "wholesale mis¬ 
takes” in A.sses.sor Sleeper’s tax 
lists, and Sleeper's counter-charges 
that West's record was liable to 
suspicion, may become a matter of 
investigation for the current grand 
jury. 

The West-Sleeper controversy 
reached its heights Wedne.sday 
when the a.ssea.sor, generally slow 
to anger, fired a broadside blast 
at the fiery supervi.sor from La¬ 
guna Beach, in an.swer to the 
charges hurled by West in board 
meeting. 

Sleeper this week had promised 
an investigation to disgruntled 
taxpayers of Emerald Bay. 

Investigate 
Double Suicide 

SAN BERNARDINO. (2PI-Dep¬ 
uty Coroner E. P. Doyle closed his 
inve.stigation today of what he 
termed the double suicide of Au¬ 
brey N. Hobbs, .52, and his wife, 
Nancy, 28. 

Mrs. Hobbs was found asphyxi¬ 
ated in her automobile near a cem¬ 
etery here yesterday, 24 hours 
after Hobbs had .shot himself to 
death in their mountain cabin near 
Crestline. A torn property settle¬ 
ment lay near his body and Doyle 
said there was other evidence they 
had had domestic difficulties. 

A note taken from Mrs. Hobb’s 
purse said: "Please lay me by him,

The sign in his window reads, “Bail bonds, day or 
night.” And it means just that. Because Ernie Webb, Or¬ 
ange county’s only bail bondsman, does nearly half of his 
business at night.

Some citizen may have cele¬ 
brated too freely, got tossed in 
the clink on drunk or drunk driv¬ 
ing charges, and had to call Webb 
to avoid spending the night in 
jail. Another may have argued 
with his neighbor, been booked for 
disturbing the peace, and needed 
someone to get him out. 

* * * 

About 40 |)er cent of these 
incidents occur after dark — 
and most of them hap|>eii on 
the week-ends. Which puts Webb 
to work while most |ieople are 
sleeping or partying. 

« • * 

Bail bonding is one of the most 
misunderstood of professions, 
Webb compiains. Because unethi- 
cai bondsmen are linked so direct¬ 
ly with the biggest of big-time 
criminals, the whole business gets 
a black eye. 

* * 4. 

Webb is glad he isn't working 
in Los Angeles, where cut-throat 
competition is a by-word among 
many of the bond writing brother¬ 
hood. Down here most of his busi¬ 
ness comes from infrequent of¬ 
fenders or people who just over¬ 
stepped the bounds of temperate 
liquor comsumption or moderate 
driving speed.s. 

* « * 

Ethical bondsmen, he insists, 
distinctl.v do not stand by ready 
to “spring” any crook who has 
the price. Some bondsmen do, 
but they’re merel.v the ones who 
correspond to the medienl pro¬ 
fession’s quacks and the legal 
profession’s shysters and ambu¬ 
lance chasers. 

• ♦ * 

Webb rejects a good number of 
pro.spective emstomers, claims he 
wouldn't touch some cases, like 
those invoiving morals offen.ses, 
with a 10-foot pole. Says he's only 

written one bond where the de¬ 

fendant was sent to the peni¬ 
tentiary. 

• * * 

Writing bail bonds is just like 
•selling any other bonds, Ernie 
points out except that hi.s is an 
emergency busine.ss. The customer 
is always in trouble, demands im¬ 
mediate action, so there isn't much 
time for bondsmen to investigate. 
• * ’> 

That makes bail bonds more 
risky than other kinds, also 
makes the interest rate higher. 
Two i>er cent of each bond is 
put III a reserve fund to take 
care of those who Jump bail. 
“It’s all based on risk, and the 
good ones have to pay for the 
bad ones,” e.v plains Webb. 

» « « 

Bail bonds in effect arc surety 
bonds that guarantee faithful 
performance of a defendant. It he 
jumps bail, or fails to appear for 
any required hearing, responsi¬ 
bility lies with the bonding com¬ 
pany, which has guaranteed tc 
bring in the defendant or the bail 
money. 

• » • 

That makes Webb something of 
a private detective, since he has 
to get out and do his own investi¬ 
gating when one of his customers 
jump. He’s had some rather ex¬ 
citing chases after defaulting de¬ 
fendants. 

• • • 

Mo.st forfeitures are on small 
bonds. Bondsmen usually are more 
careful to secure the bigger ones. 
Best security on small bond.a 
usually are a family or a job, be¬ 
cause defendants won’t often run

enough to make it worth while.

This theory fooled Webb once, | 
though. A young San Diego man 
who had a wife, two youngsters 
and a full-time job with the city 
was booked for reckless driving. 
He looked like a goou risk, and 
Webb posted a $250 bond. The 
youth jumped bond, quit his job, 
left his family and went back to 
Tennessee. 

• « « 

But he came back, because he 
wanted to see his children. On his 
second return trip Webb got a tip 
and picked the youth up at his 
former home. 

• • • 

Best way to catch a defendant 
who’s jumped baii is to find a 
place where he has money coming 
in. It works nine time in 10, Webb 
ciaimed, citing one such ex¬ 
perience. One of his ciients was 
released on $250 bail from Tustin 
justice court and ieft town a few 
months ago. Webb found he had 
money credited to him in a Po¬ 
mona busine.ss estabiishment, 
camped there three full days, and 
on the fourth day the youth 
walked in—“well camouflaged”— 
to get his money. 

* • • 

The Santa Ana broker con¬ 
cedes his profession has been 
frequently—and sometimes jus- 
tlfiabl,y—attacked because some 
bail bondsmen are in collusion 
with malicious criminal ele¬ 
ments. He defends the business, 
though, on grounds that It offers 
a service to soelet.v bv provid¬ 
ing real equallt.v before the law.

“Wealthy people who get 'n 
trouble can post cash bail and 
stay out of jail,” he argues. "Bail 
bonds give the .same privilege to 
not-so-wealthy ones.”

Webb handles bonds for men, 
women and juvenile defendants, 
.says his busine.ss in drunk and 
drunk driving cases has increased 
since repeal. He makes ball for 
quite a number of women ar¬ 
rested on drunk and reckle.ss driv¬ 
ing charges these days, rarely had 
such case during prohibition.

METHODS OF 
PRUNING 
TREES TOLD 


Former Local Flier Will 
Build Super-Airplane 


It is yet too early to draw con¬ 
clusions on merits of early prun¬ 
ing or late pruning of ayocado 
trees. Farm Adyisor Harold Wahl- 
berg told growers attending the 
recent ayocado growers institute 
at La Habra. 

The farm adyisor reported on 
his observations of pruning avo¬ 
cados following the damaging 
freeze of January, 1937. He said 
there apparently are two schools 
of thought among growers at the 
present time in regard to pruning 
frosted trees. 

Those who favor early pruning, 
Wahlberg said, submit that the 
trees look better when dead wood 
Is taken out, take less time to 
prune the first time over, and 
seem to fill in heavier foliation 
during the season. 

The late pruning school con¬ 
tends that several months’ delay 
gives the grower an opportunity 
to better detect differentiation be¬ 
tween vigorous and weak wood. 
They also observe that although 
the following season’s growth is 
possibly not as heavy as that fol¬ 
lowing early pruning, the growth 
that does occur appears to be less 
succulent and deeper green color. 
The new growth appears to be less 
debiliating on the tree, resulting 
in more energy reservation for 
fruit production. 

This latter conjecture will take 
another season to prove, said the 
farm advisor. A close study will 
be made by the agriculture exten¬ 
sion service the next two seasons 
to observe the yields and quality 
of fruit produced by trees pruned 
early as compared with late 
pruning. 

Women to Discuss 
Meat Cookery 

A demonstration of meat selec¬ 
tion and preparation will feature 
a morning session of the Anaheim 
home department in the Orange 
County Farm bureau headquar¬ 
ters tomorrow. Mrs. H. H. Freese, 
chairman of the department, will 
conduct the meeting. 


The sputtering, box-kite con¬ 
traption that lifted young Glenn 
Martin a few feet off the ground 
here 26 years ago has grown up.

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COLLECTOR 
OF RIFLES 
LOVES PEACE 


CHATTANOOGA. Tenn. <JP)—A 
peace-loving man is Claude C. Ful¬ 
ler, po.s3essor of one of the most 
formidable collection of guns In 
this coiintry. 

To his mountain neighbors he Is 
"Fuller of Fuller's Ridge.” Inti¬ 
mates know him as an engineer, 
inventor, author and owner of the 
most complete collection of army 
rifles in the United States. 

"I started collecting guns by 
accident,” he say.n. "When I was 
a kid living near Kansas City, a 
■store keeper gave me an old pistol 
s.) I would buy ca^iiidges for it 
f.om him. 

“By 1920 I had colleited more 
than 1000 rifles, pi.stols and sabers. 
They were exhibited in the Oak¬ 
land, Calif,, municipal museum 
and then sold, except for the army 
rifles.” 

He now has 400 rifles. Only one 
is not a service gun. It is a double- 
barreled flint-lock fowling piece 
made for Napoleon by the great 
French gunsmith, Boutet. 

Fuller thinks his most interest¬ 
ing rifle is a William A. Jenks 
breech loading flint-lock made in 
1839. Only 20 of them ever were 
made, he .says. 

He gets his guns "anywhere and 
everywhere.” 

"I found most of them in sec¬ 
ond-hand furniture stores and 
pawn shops,” he says. 

His olde-st gun is a match-lock 
rifle, a type u.sed by Captain Miles 
Standish and his men. It was made 
in England in 1.'543. 

ORANGE SIZES 
NEAR AVERAGE 

Millions of little Valencia or¬ 
anges, growing as fast as they 
can to catch up with a 13-year 
average, haven’t quite arrived yet. 

This was reported today by the 
Association laboratory of Ana¬ 
heim. reporting growth rates of 
the fruit for the past month more 
lapid than for the .same period 
during the past two years. 

Both inside and outside fruit 
grew .201 inch during the month 
between Oct. 1 and Nov. 1, the 
laboratory said, with average 
sizes standing 2.126 for outside 
fruit and 2.026 for inside fruit. 
Last year outside size averages 
were 2.197 and inside averages 
were 2.074. 

Growth rates for the 16 orch¬ 
ards ob.served by the laboratory 
ranged from .14 inch to .24 inch 
during the month for inside fruit 
and from .14 to .2,6 Inch for out¬ 
side fruit. 

The growth rates were higher 
than at any time since the same 
period in 1934, when they were 
.219 outside and .208 inside.

HOLLYWOOD—George Lynn is 
an actor and playwright, but what 
makes him unusual is the fact that 
he’s the town’s only authority on 
life under the ”0.” 

Some years back a real estate 
development in the Hollywood hills 
erected a huge sign, spelling out 
Hollywoodland, visible all over 
he movie city. 

For three weeks, George Lynn 
made his home under the ”0.” He 
isn’t superstitious, or he doesn’t 
know roulette, or he’d have chosen 
the ”double-0.” 

LIVED OUT OF A KIT , 

College graduate and stunt pilot, 
George was ready to leave for 
China and aviation exploits there 
when someone decamped with all 
his funds. This was five years ago. 
He had $2 in his pocket and noth¬ 
ing to do—except go to dinner 
with friends in Hollywoodland. 
They didn’t invite him to spend 
the night, and on the way down 
the hill he saw the sign. The ”0” 
looked plea.sant. He camped. 

”It wasn’t bad living,” he said 
on the ’’Charlie Chan” set the 
other day. ”I’d go down to gas 
stations to wash up and shave— 
I still had a small kit—and you 
can buy bushels of raw vegetables 
for a quarter. I ate them.” 
TRAGEDY UNDER THE ‘O’ 

After a bit of this he made his 
way home to Cumberland, Md.— 
he hadn't wanted to bother the 
folks—and made a fre.sh start. He 
had sold .stuff to magazines, and 
had appeared in about 30 plays at 
the Pa.sadena playhouse before 


Hollywood noticed him. Since then 
he’s done seven pictures—usully 
getting killed off before the end. 

"Sort of a gruesome career,” he 
said, "but I like character stuff— 
and characters get killed, at lea.st 
when I play them.” 

About two years after George 
made his home under the ”0” a 
pretty young actress found the 
same Hollywoodland sign the an¬ 
swer to her problems. She leaped 
off the top of one of the letters 
to her death. A movie would have 
had George there at the time, to 
save her life. . . . But the scenario 
didn’t read that way. 
STAY-AT-HOMES 

The Dick Powells believe in 
planned domesticity. They plan as 
much as a month ahead what they 
will do. The schedule includes 
staying home at least three nights 
of each week, working or not. 
When both Dick and Joan Blon- 
dell work, they go out socially 
onl.y once a week.

ONE INCIDENT 

That incident is just another 
example of the great reams of 
propaganda which threaten to 
smother the truth. The fact that 
it happens to be Japanese propa¬ 
ganda is incidental; the Chinese 
are sending out other propaganda, 
and so are both the loyalists and 
nationalists in Spain. 

Is there any way to protect our¬ 
selves from this weapon which 
proved one of the most effective 
in the World war? 

There is, in the belief of Dr, 
Eric Bellquist, who is teaching a 
course in public opinion and propa¬ 
ganda at the University of Cali¬ 
fornia. 

EDUCATION IN PROPAGANDA 

That protection, he believes, is 
general education in the history 
and uses of propaganda, so that 
in reading or listening w'e learn 
to judge the sources from which 
our news emanates. 

A knowledge of the classic ex¬ 
amples of propaganda will let us 
see their falsity when they crop 
up again in new or identical form. 
The story of the bayoneted Bel¬ 
gian babes was the most succe.ss- 
ful piece of propaganda during the 
World war. Most of the allied and 
neutral world believed it, yet it 
was later proved to be an outright 
lie. Canadians were whipped to 
a frenzy by the propaganda yarn 
that Canadian soldiers were cruci¬ 
fied against bam doors with bay¬ 
onets. Another fake. 

When we remember that the 
French propaganda mill used 
dummies, instead of bodies, to turn 
out thousands of “atrocity" pho¬ 
tographs; when we realize that 
French scene painters helped sim¬ 
ulate "photographs" of violated 
graves and churches, then we can 
understand better what the propa¬ 
gandists of 1937 are trying to do. 
* * * 

REPEAT WORST LIE 

The rules of their game are 
simple; just think up the worst 
possible lie about your enemy, and 
then keep repeating that lie until 
it is dinned into the ears of the 
world. Don’t let the world realize 
that your enemy is human, just as 
you are, that he has the same 
hopes and feelings as you do. Paint 
him black, and never lighten the 
color. 

If adults could learn to discrim¬ 
inate between truth and propa¬ 
ganda, and if they would see that 
tlieir children are given that 
knowledge, the power of the prop¬ 
agandist—with his deadly hope of 
getting us into war on his side— 
would be weakened.

George Vaughn 
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SELF-HELP 
UNin ARE 
EXPLAINED 

Pointing: out the striking differ¬ 
ences between work relief and the 
self-help cooperative program, and 
at the same time urging establish¬ 
ment of cooperatives on a perma¬ 
nent basis, the following article 
was sent to The Journal by Rol- 
land S. Sheppard, president of 
Santa Ana unit No. 15, United Co¬ 
operatives of Orange County; 

There has been considerable dis¬ 
cussion lately among the Self- 
Helps regarding the present and 
future of the cooperatives. It oc¬ 
curred to us in this connection 
that it might be well to review 
some of the main points on which 
cooperatives differ from work re¬ 
lief projects. 

Some of us, as well as people 
outside the Self-Helps, are apt to 
forget that we came into existence 
not of our choosing, but because 
the present economic system, col¬ 
lapsing as it were under its own 
weight, made us turn to the co¬ 
operative way of living. 
EMERGENCY 

When we began to organize 
Into self-help groups, a large num¬ 
ber of us needed food and clothing 
immediately. "Emergency” was 
the war cry then. "Relief” be¬ 
came a by-word of every day life. 
That was some four or five years 
ago, but relief psychology still 
seems to persist with some co¬ 
operatives. 

We are thoroughly convinced 
that it is high time for all of us 
to change our thinking from emer¬ 
gency relief to permanent co¬ 
operative lines. 

Since some people consider work 
relief projects a preferable alter¬ 
native to cooperatives, we are giv¬ 
ing here a comparison of four 
main points in which the two or¬ 
ganizations differ fundamentally. 
OWNERSHIP COOPERATIVES 
Equities imbue in the member¬ 
ship. Work relief, all property, 
products, etc. belong to the state, 
county or other political subdi¬ 
vision. 

In management cooperatives, 
management follows ownership. 
The work-owners manage and con¬ 
trol their cooperatives. The demo¬ 
cratic control is guaranteed by the 
rule "one member one vote.” No 
voting by proxy. 

With work relief, management 
follows ownership. The state, coun¬ 
ty or ERA controls the enterprise 
like any monopoly group. 

Membership in workers coopera¬ 
tives is purely voluntary. Work¬ 
ers are self-employed, since only 
workers can be members. 

In work relief, emplojmnent is 
more or less voluntary; master- 
servant relationship, however, is 
automatically set up between man¬ 
agement and employes. 

PAYMENT COOPERATIVES 
Payment is in shares of what is 
produced, proportionate to labor 
contributions and depending on the 
individual organization’s choice; 
and according to need. 

Payment on work relief may be 
in shares, in part or in whole. But 
wage contract is established as in 
normal employer-employe relation¬ 
ship. 

In brief, the difference between 
cooperation and work relief, from 
the relief-giving standpoint, is that 
the latter is designed to meet an 
emergency need, while the former 
suggests permanence. The cooper¬ 
ative may fill the needs of the in¬ 
dustrially-displaced people, rather 
than answer the immediate pur- 
pose of extending aid to the tem¬ 
porarily-displaced. 

NOT NEW 

This is not an abstract theory. 
It is plain common sense. For un¬ 
less we plan on a permanent basis, 
there is little hope for us to ever 
stand or get on our own feet. 

The cooperative movement is 
not new, having been established 
in Great Britain for the last 100 
years. On the west coast and in 
California it is comparatively new. 

Building a cooperative move¬ 
ment is a slow, painstaking proc- 
esa It requires a great deal of 
education and serious, hard work. 
But it is a steadily growing move¬ 
ment, and the only movement that 
teaches universal brotherhood 
through mutual aid. 

The fact that Scandinavian 
countries enjoyed peace and com¬ 
parative safety, and security while 
the rest of the world had been 
burning in the hellish fire of its 
own creaUon, might not neces¬ 
sarily have been due to the co¬ 
operative movement in those coun¬ 
tries; but it is a fact admitted by 
all students of cooperation that 
neither Sweden, Norway, nor Den¬ 
mark would have been able' to 
achieve the present degree of eco¬ 
nomic and social peace, were it 
the cooperative efforts and 
mutual support shown by their 
iu ®°°P®bative movements in 
the fields of economics as well as 
politics. 

UNITS IN EUROPE 
The review of world cooperation 
movement in a recent issue of 
Consumers Guide, semi-monthly 
publication of the U. S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, presents in¬ 
deed a heartening picture to all 
friends of peace. , 

The review shows that in 
^eden more than one third of 
the families In the country were 
members of cooperatives at the 
end of last year. About one-fourth 
Of the families of Norway belone 
to the cooperatives in Great Brit¬ 
ain "the giant of all cooperatives” 
some 300,000 new members were 
added in 1936, bringing the total 
membership to 7,815,000. Practi¬ 
cally every other country reported 
a substantial gain in membership.

NEW LISTER 
CONSERVES 
WATER, SOIL 

A new soil and water saving 
piece of equipment has been de¬ 
veloped by equipment manufac¬ 
turers well adapted for use on the 
porous type of soils with 10 per 
cent grade or less, according to 
W. M. Cory, assistant farm ad¬ 
visor. 

It is called a basin lister, he 
said, and checks are made across 
the furrows, automatically. The 
height of the checks can be ad¬ 
justed so as to be leas than that 
of the ridges. If the furrows are 
made on a contour. If one chock 
should fail, the water would flow 
around on the contour without 
washing a gully down through the 
field. 

Basin listers make a series of 
basins in the field, retaining 
water until it sinks into the soil, 
Cory said. In this way water is 
retained on the col' where it falls, 
thus eliminating washing, and 
conserving water for the next 
crop. This water saving feature 
is valuable as every drop of rain 
water saved in the soil helps to 
produce a crop during the sum¬ 
mer season. 

A cover crop would help to hold 
the ridges and further reduce the 
possibility of erosion, besides 
adding green manure to the soil 
when worked under in the spring, 
he added.

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (iT)—An in¬ 
land state lad who got his best 
grades in school for his pictures 
of ships at sea and later churned 
butter with a Latin book propped 
beside him wiii be the next com¬ 
mander-in-chief of the United 
States navy. 

That iad, now Admiral Claude 
Charles Bloch, has been nominated 
by Secretary Swanson to succeed, 
about Feb. 1, Admiral Arthur J. 
Hepburn as navy commander. 

The son of Czechoslovakian im¬ 
migrant and a native of Wood¬ 
bury, Ky., a state that has given 
the navy several of its high rank¬ 
ing officers, Bloch, now 59, is a 
veteran of the Spanish-American 
and World wars. 

After his graduation from the 
naval academy, Bloch served under 
“Fighting Bob’’ Evans on the U. S. 
S. Oregon in the Spanish-American 
war and was cited for "meretor- 
ious” service in rescuing Spaniards 
from burning ships of Admiral 
Cervera’s squadron. 

During the World war, as com¬ 
mander of the transport Platts- 
burg, Bloch won the navy cross 
for “distinguished service.’’ 

In 1903, Bloch married the for¬ 
mer Miss Augusta Kent of San 
Francisco. They have one daugh¬ 
ter, Ethel, wife of Lieut. Com¬ 
mander Thaddemus Broom of the 
navy. 

Navy officials at Washington 
announced a general shift in flag 
commands, effective Feb. 1. 

Among other outstanding as¬ 
signments were: 

Vice-Admiral Edward C. Kalb- 
fus, commander, battle force, with 
rank of admiral. 

Rear Admiral John W. Green- 
slade, commander, battleships, bat¬ 
tle force, with rank of vice-ad¬ 
miral. 

Rear Admiral Ernest J. King, 
commander aircraft, battle force, 
with rank of vice-admiral, effec¬ 
tive about Jan. 1.

Engineer Contracts to Take 
Danger Out of Earthquakes 


PASADENA, (A>) — A Califor¬ 
nia Institute of Technology struc¬ 
tural engineer has contracted with 
Los Angeles county to take much 
of the danger out of earth¬ 
quakes. 

“It used to be we took the atti¬ 
tude that Southern California has 
no earthquakes,” R. R. Martel, the 
engineer, said today. 

“Now we admit we have earth¬ 
quakes, but let outsiders know we 
take every precaution to make 
them as painless as possible. 

"The U. S. Geodetic survey 
made observations during the 
Ijong Beach quake of 1933 and 
later of the series of earth shocks 
in Montana. These will be of great 
help to us in designing safe build¬ 
ings.” 

Prof. Martel had on his desk a 
device that looked like narrow 
cross sections of one, two and 
three-story houses with pliable 
metal walls. The houses were 
mounted on a common board foun¬ 
dation which could be moved on 
wooden rollers. 

When he moved the board back 
and forth rapidly the one-story 
house swayed considerably, the 
other two hardly at all. When the 
space between oscillations was 
lengthened, the two-story house 
was most affected. As they were 
lengthened more and more the 
three-.story house swayed crazily; 
then .shimmied in the middle. 

“If we knew the average oscilla¬ 
tion frequency of a Southern Cali¬ 
fornia earthquake, we’d know 
which type of structure to con¬ 
centrate on. But.” smiled Prof. 
Martel, “we really need more 
quakes to get a good average.” 

He expressed belief, however, 
that the building code require¬ 
ments for low buildings were 
fairly satisfactory. Most of the 
homes which were damaged during 
the Long Beach earthquake were 
really perched on short stilts, he 
said. A satisfactory foundation 
would have cost but little more. 

Prof. Martel fears little from the 
up and down motion of the earth, 
since most floors and roofs are 
built to withstand four times the 


weight they would be called upon 
to bear. 

He said he plans to give his 
first attention to assembling data 
and making experiments which 
will give Information on safety re¬ 
quirements for the taller build¬ 
ings. 

He will assemble available data 
and try to fill in the gaps by 
further experiments at the insti¬ 
tute here. Then he will make re¬ 
commendations for building re¬ 
quirements which will provide a 
more ample safety factor. 

GENERAl'S SON 
CRASHES PtANE 

DEL MONTE, Calif. (iP)—Fred¬ 
erick Funston, jr., son of General 
Funston, escaped injury yesterday 
when his plane crashed at the new 
Monterey airport while partici¬ 
pating in an Armistice day cere¬ 
mony. 

The plane’s left landing gear 
gave way as Funston, a commer¬ 
cial air pilot, attempted to land. 
The plane bounced 50 feet into the 
air, then crashed as 2000 specta¬ 
tors watched. 

’The left wheel and landing gear 
and part of the left wing were 
damaged.

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‘Have Nots’ Have Less 

While the three great dictatorial powers of the world 
—Japan, Italy and Germany—continue to make steady 
military or diplomatic gains, all three of them are develop¬ 
ing startling new financial and economic weaknesses, 
weaknesses which may either drive them into new ag¬ 
gressive excesses or, possibly, cause them to crack and 
disintegrate. 

Japan’s trade balance is running strongly unfavor¬ 
able; her gold stock is dwindling to near the vanishing 
point; her trade advantages are disappearing as steadily 
as her armies advance. 

Italy, as we recently pointed out, has been forced to 
make a 10 per cent capital levy on its corporations; this 
following what amounted to a five per cent capital levy 
last year on all real estate holdings. 

In Germany, the trend of affairs is indicated by the 
fact that Dr. Hjalmar Schacht has at last been allowed 
by Hitler to resign as economics minister. He it is who, 
for several years past, has been able by shrewd manage¬ 
ment and clever barter arrangements with other coun¬ 
tries to save the German economy from breakdown. 

The conditions on which he insisted, if he were to re¬ 
main in office, were that business be relieved of much of 
the grievous load of armament costs; a temperate foreign 
policy to encourage trade; a let-up in the anti-Jewish 
crusade in the interests of exports; and the abandonment 
of devaluation, inflation and other unsound policies urged 
in Nazi party quarters. 

But Goering triumphed in his contest with Schacht, 
and the latter’s ideas apparently are shelved. As one 
writer has observed, “Certainly, now that Schacht’s sturdy 
support of orthodox capitalism has been removed, the 
Third Reich moves a step nearer state socialism. The 
militarists probably will have an even stronger hold on 
the nation’s revenues than they now have.” Fascism’s 
inevitable remedy, foreign war as a means of obtaining 
food and raw materials, thus seems more certain.

Progress Toward Better Government 

In the past 100 years science has practically remade 
civilization. 

Airplanes and automobiles have replaced horses and 
buggies, radio and telephones have supplanted the pri¬ 
vate messenger and pony express, electrical and steam 
power have taken the place of human brawn and the 
labor of dumb beasts, efficiency has ousted much of ignor¬ 
ance and carelessness from the machinery of commerce 
and business, progress in the political field has been 
slower—but nevertheless it is coming along. 

One kind of progress being made today is the scrap¬ 
ping of the outworn and vicious spoils system in favor of 
civil service and the merit plan. The theory is that when 
a man gets a job on merit and not political pull he does 
better work. 

That is why scores of cities, counties and states have 
adopted the efficiency and fairness of the civil serv¬ 
ice plan. 

This civic improvement is being fought in some places 
just as the steamboat, sewing machine, electric light and 
use of anesthetics were battled in their day by those who 
wanted everything to remain in status quo. 

Other modem inventions have prevailed, however, 
and there is little reason to doubt that civil service will 
eventually come into its own. 

Meanwhile a “yes” vote at the polls here Tuesday will 
bring civil service to local policemen and firemen and 
should usher in better and more efficient service.

Peculiarly American 


In just a very few days a wave of new mechanical 
beauty and perfection—the 1938 automobile—has swept 
the nation from top to bottom and from side to side. 

Once again we are all amazed, not to say dumfounded, 
at the miracles American automotive engineers and Amer¬ 
ican workmen have wrought. 

The nation again is paying tribute to their crafts¬ 
manship, their genius. It is paying tribute in the most 
substantial way imaginable, by buying or preparing to buy 
the new and racy beauties that will soon adorn the high¬ 
ways. 

Beautiful as they are, perfect as they seem, the con¬ 
stant work of improving will still go on. 

Perfect? That’s what people ask Charles F. Ketter¬ 
ing, vice president in charge of research for General 
Motors, the man whose genius has done much to make the 
automobile as nearly perfect a creation as it is today. 

“Practically every year at the auto show someone 
says to me, ‘What more can you do to improve cars ? They 
seem just about perfect now.’ 

“My usual answer,” says Mr. Kettering, is ‘Well, I 
hope they’re not. If they are. I’ll be out of a job.’ ” 

This has been going on, he says, for 25 years, and 
there’s still no predicting what improvements this year 
or next will bring forth. 

The automobile industry, itself as miraculous as its 
product, is peculiarly American. Its watchword could well 
be taken at this time as the watchword for all American 
industrial and commercial activity: 

“Improve, produce, distribute.”
